This characteristically brief cable has very great and peculiar significance for four important reasons :

It is from General Pershing—The man and the soldier ; 
It is from the Commander of the American Forces in France ; 


It was sent on March 24th, three days after the Present great German offensive began, and 
when American troops were being suddenly and urgently called into full action. General 
Pershing, by giving time and thought to the sending ol this cable at such a juncture, indicates 
clearly the importance he attached to the subject; 


The War Department, by transmitting the cable, indicates its sympathy: of which, indeed, we 


have had the very highest evidence in the two letters printed in fac-simile in the RECORD from 
the Commander-in-Chief of the United States Army and Navy—President Woodrow Wilson. 
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HIS Recorp is frankly and appropriately an ““ Army and Navy Number.” Its pages are 
devoted to the story of the work which the Society has been doing for the Army and 
Navy since the nation entered into the war, on Good Friday, 1917. We have therefore omitted 
ill reference to the regular and more extensive work of the Society throughout the United 
States and the Foreign Agencies. Inthe Recorp for May it is planned to give a summary of 
he general issues throughout these fields, and of the Society’s work for the year 1917. We 
nope all our readers will remember that this work is going on, and accomplishing its usual 
miracle of blessing among the peoples. 

As the nation was called to face a special duty a year ago, so was this Society which 
foas had such intimate identification with the nation, both in war and in peace. We therefore 
present, first, an article treating of the Word of God in this war time. It was originally pre- 
soared as an address before the New York Female Auxiliary Bible Society at its recent one 
nundred and second annual meeting. Our readers will be surprised, we feel confident, with 
=he extent and influence of the circulation of Scriptures here partially described—a circula- 
ion to which our Society contributed 2,231,831 volumes in our twelve months of war, for our 
Army and Navy alone. 

A notable address by Admiral Mahan, author of the world classic, ‘‘Influence of 
5ea Power on History,’’ has been recalled to our attention. Parts of it we reproduce as the 
woice of a naval authority acknowledged throughout the world. Many would say that his 
volumes are being exemplified to-day by the influence which the command of the sea is exert- 


ing in the whole development of the war. 


Other pages set forth needs still unmet, which will probably be greatly enlarged; 


and describe Special Editions which the Society has issued in khaki and navy blue. 


We also 


-eport the co-operation of great newspapers—a unique and very welcome assistance—and 


present letters bearing on the value of our special service for the soldiers and sailors.

largest single grant of Scriptures ever made by the American Bible Society, and, so far as we 
know, by any Bible Society, is also briefly reported, in its various stages. 
All will be found, we trust, to present-a story well worth the telling and the reading. 


The War and The Word

America entered into the present war on Good 
Friday, shall we not, on the anniversary of that 
event, observed under such ominous world con- 
ditions, remember the paradox and triumph of 
Easter after Good Friday? The victory of 
Easter followed, and was consequent on, the 
unutterable anguish of Gethsemane—the dark 
disaster of Calvary. The joy of Easter not 
only is greater, but also is only possible be- 
cause of the sorvow of Good Friday. And | 
so, if “world war” spells ““world sorrow,”’ 
may we not go further and say that the wider 
and more intense the present world sorrow, 
the nearer and the greater the ultimate world 
joy? 

With this thought in mind, let us approach 
our subject—‘‘ The War and The Word.” 


I. THE DEMAND FOR THE BIBLE AN 
ASSURANCE OF COMING JOY 


My first proposition is that one assurance 
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of coming joy is the demand for the Word of 
God that has arisen during, and as a conse- 
quence of, the world war. 


1. Mere Numbers Impressive 


The thoughtful non-Christian, as the avowed 
Christian, will find deep significance in the 
statement of mere numbers. 

1,500,000; As almoner of the Christian pub- 
lic, and especially of the. American Sunday- 
school children, through the World’s Sunday 
School Association, the American Bible So- 
ciety has supplied, from the opening of the 
war in 1914 to the end of 1917, to the soldiers 
on both sides approximately 1,500,000 Bibles, 
Testaments and portions. This is no small 
record, service, or influence. 

7,000,000; To the great mother of Bible So- 
cieties, the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
and to the great British Christian public which 
has supplied the funds in the midst of the 
vast burdens of war, belongs the greater hon- 
or, and to it is gladly paid the highest tribute. 
The latest official statement * is that, from 
August, 1914, this Society has distributed, in- 
cluding several hundred thousand which the 
American Bible Society supplied them, over 
7,000,000 Bibles, Testaments and portions, not 
only among the troops of the wide-flung Brit- 
ish Empire,and her Allies and assistants from 
Europe, Africa, Asia, North America, Aus- 
tralia, and the Islands of the Seas, but also 
among all their foes, and in the very ranks of 
their bitterest enemies. 

3,000,000; The National Bible Society of 
Scotland records a circulation of over 3,000,- 
000 volumes of Scriptures among the men at 
war from August, 1914, to December, 1916. 

2,231,831; Since our nation entered the 
war, a bare year ago, the American Bible So- 
ciety has rendered a further highly creditable 
service. During this twelve months it has 
issued, in special bindings for the Army and 
Navy, 2,231,831 Bibles, Testaments and por- 
tions, of which over one-half have been 
New ‘Testaments, more than one-half of 
these being outright donations, and all sup- 
plied at prices entailing cost to the Society. 
Two and a quarter million volumes in one 
year is'a remarkable production. One may 
realize more clearly what is meant if it is 
added that, eliminating Sundays, holidays, 
and the weeks when our presses were idle 
because of lack of coal, this has meant an 
average output of over a thousand volumes 
every working hour, of every working day, 
during the twelve months! 

4,000,000: Including these two and a quar- 
ter million volumes, and the volumes sup-

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plied to our American troops during the Mex 
can border disturbances, as well as those su 
plied to the European armies and forces fro 
Asia and Africa through our Agencies, tk 
approximate aggregate contribution of Scri 
tures for the forces at war since August, 191: 
by the American Bible Society would be pra 
tically four million volumes! 

15,000,000: Omitting, because not avai 
able, the issues of Continental Bible Societie: 
of general publishers, and of local and othe 
organizations issuing the Scriptures; and uni 
ing the distributions of the three greate: 
Bible Societies of the world, the Americar 
the British, and the Scottish, from Augus: 
1914, to April, 1918, a conservative estimat 
would be that 725,000,000 volumes of ¢] 
Word of God have been circulated among th 
forces at war! And be it remembered tha 
the demand, ‘in America at least, has bee 
distressingly ahead of the supply. 


2. The Marvel of the Supply 


Tremendous as has been the circulation 
it does not surpass the marvel of the supply 
In the mere accomplishment of quantity th 
supply has been astounding. 

The Quantity: Let your imagination rui 
over the figures and facts involved—15,000,001 
volumes printed under the adverse condition: 
and unprecedented difficulties and obstruc 
tions caused by war. The mere productio1 
and obtaining of ordinary paper would be nc 
light achievement; but a large part has beet 
a special thin paper, more difficult to obtain 
Think of the upheaval in the labor market 
especially in skilled labor, when men have 
been called from paper mills, printing houses 
and binderies to fill the ranks of the armies anc 
navies and factories and shipyards, and ney 
workers havehadto be obtained and instructed 
Think of the difficulties of transportation, in ob 
taining material as well as in distributing the 
completed books, with railways and steamshig 
lines upset and absorbed in carrying the dire 
necessities of warfare. And these are only 
small aspects of the marvel of supply. The 
bulk of the 15,000,000 volumes have beer 
put out in specially prepared bindings for the 
Army and Navy, which have required thought 
and experiment and elimination. 

The Languages: But the “ marvel ” is stil 
greater. These books have not all been ir 
one language. Did time permit, it would be 
impressive indeed to take a trip in philology 
and geography by naming all the language: 
in which these Scriptures have been supplied tc 
the men involved in this great war. Nota fey 
are printed in two characters, which involve a 
much press work asdifferent languages. Ther 
may be other languages not recorded; b 
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ounting only those of which we have definite 
nowledge in the reports of our own Society 
ind the British and Foreign Bible Society, the 
scriptures have been supplied in an amazing 
umber, reaching around the whole earth. 
[They have gone forth, to men involved in the 
var, in 34 languages originating in Europe, 
yin Asia Minor, 12 in Asia, 18 in Africa, 3 in 
North America, and 9 in the Islands of the 
Seas—a total of 81 languages. 

Surely it is no misuse of words to speak of 
the “‘marvel’’ 
of this supply 
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tury of painstaking toil,* carried through and 
printed on American presses, partly in the 
Bible House at New York, but chiefly in Bei- 
rut, Syria. Thus have been and are being 
furnished the Arabic Scriptures used not only 
by our Society, but also by the British 
and Foreign Bible Society, in its extensive 
Arabic-speaking work—making available for 
200,000,000 Mohammedans the Word of 
God in the choicest Arabic. These Scrip- 
tures have been supplied to the troops in

‘ Just a little Tacident which may be helpful in 
giving information regarding the use of the 
Sheetswa Scriptures here. Previous to this ship- 
ment arriving, a large number of our native 
Christians were enlisted for the army in East 
Africa. Before leaving, several of them came to 
me pleading for a copy of the Scriptures, I did 
not have one to give them! In one detachment 
there were seven of our native Christians and be- 
tween them they had one dilapidated copy of the 
New Testament. Daily these lads would meet 
to read this book. It has been the means of 
keeping them faithful to their Master and Say- 
iour. I promised to send them a copy when the 
new shipment came, and have had the pleasure of 
mailing them each a copy of the Book of books. 
They have replied 
with great apprecia- 
tion, not only to me 
but also to you and to 
the friends in America 
who made this book 
possible for them. 


An Atd to National- 
ism: This war-time 
circulation of the Bible 
contains many fasci- 
nating features. Think 
of the memories re- 
vived and aspirations 
thus encouraged. In 
these days when the 
right of peoples (small 
as wellas large in num- 
ber) to self-determina- 
tion of their govern- 
ment and relations is 
asserted widely, when 
descendants of ancient 
and honored nations 
long trodden under the 
heel of the conqueror 
are gaining hope of the 
realization of national 
aspirations and a re- 
vived independent na- 
tional existence, what a 
bond with the past (and among these peoples at 
the present) are these little volumes of Scrip- 
ture—the precious heritage of many centuries 
and the generous gift of contemporary Chris- 
tians! I think of the terribly stricken Ar- 
menians, and the Scriptures which, now sup- 
plied to them, are not only a source of com- 
fort and courage amid present persecutions, 
but, reaching back fourteen centuries to their 
original translation, are also a link to a great 
past. So with the Syriac and Ethiopic and 
other ancient versions; likewise the Scriptures 
originating with Cyril and Methodius in the 
ninth century, and now supplied in their vari- 
ous languages and dialects to the Slavs seek- 
ing for racial and national life. ; 


SHIPPING KHAKI TESTAMENTS

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Western Christiantty, the Source of Supply 
There are still other features of the marvel c 
supply. This war has revealed Western Chris 
tianity as failing sadly in many serious re 
spects. But here is one aspect greatly to it 
credit. -For it is the Western Christian na 
tions which have not only supplied these fil 
teen million volumes of Scriptures during th 
throes of this war, but it is their loyalty to 
and love of, the Bible which has provided thi 
devoted scholarship in past generations an 
centuries, as well as in recent years, and whicl 
has poured out the necessary treasure that ha 
prepared and provided these Scriptures. 

Money: The supply of money for this pur 


=... 


pose under present world conditions is a fur- 
ther marvel. Inthe early days of the wa 
a check for $1,000, from an unusual donor, 
came to the Bible House, for sending Scrip- 
tures to European soldiers. No appeal had 
been made. Similar gifts have shown the 
moving of the Spirit of God on the hearts of 
many individuals. Since appeals have been 
made, special funds have been received here 
in America, as in England, for this gracious 
work. The Hon. Champ Clark, Speaker o 
the House of Representatives, in a letter com- 
mending this supply, wrote: ‘I practice what 
I preach in this world, and inclose you a 
check to help along.” From governors of 
states, members of Congress, judges, philan- 
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hropists,editors, merchants,mechanics,clerks, 
aothers, sisters, housemaids, children,G.A.R. 
eterans, officers and soldiers in the ranks, 
nd even those not professing themselves 
(hristians, has flowed in a stream of gifts 
hat has, in considerable measure, met the 
inusual and unprecedented expense. Great 
tity newspapers™ have conducted, and are con- 
lucting, Army and Navy Fund campaigns. 
collections for this purpose have been taken 
1ot only in churches and Christian institu- 
tions, but in banks, business offices, depart- 
ment stores, and theaters. Large gifts and 
small gifts; gifts of money, gifts of jewelry, 
wifts of Liberty Bonds, gifts of precious me- 
nentos—nothing has been too precious to de- 
wote to this purpose. Yes, the marvel of the 
supply of soney is very real. 

Marvel of Fatth and Courage: The marvel 
bf faith and courage exercised by the official 
moards of the great Bible Societies is note- 
worthy. For they have had to exercise great 
‘aith and great courage in these days of finan- 
cial uncertainty when, in face of empty treas- 
uries, they have continued to publish these 
Scriptures in such vast numbers, because they 
felt that there should be no lack of the Word of 
God for those who are risking their lives on 
behalf of their fellows. And may I not say 
that there will be little virtue and little power 
in this address if it does not so present the facts 
that all here will be inspired and impelled indi- 
vidually to aid, by their own gifts and by in- 
teresting others, the American Bible Society 
in meeting the heavy indebtedness it has 
already incurred, and in supplying the Scrip- 
tures unstintedly, in the future as in the 
past, to our soldiers and sailors. The need 
for these books, and the need of the Society, 
are alike very real and very imperative. 

No Hindrance: But the marvel of supply 
goes further. The “Centennial History of 
the American Bible Society’’ recalls with 
gratitude and gratification that, in the bitter 
days of our own fratricidal war, half a century 
ago, the commanders of both opposing armies 
not only allowed but facilitated the transmis- 
sion of the Word of God, given by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society, both for the soldiers of the 
South and for the prisoners of the North in 
the South. And let us now record an even 
more surprising fact of the present. The 
Secretary of the British and Foreign Bible 
Society recently reports that “no govern- 
ment, friendly or hostile, has deliberately put 
hindrances in the way of replenishing and 
maintaining stocks needed for sailors, soldiers, 
and civilians in the areas swept by the tides 
of battle.’ He further states that in the 
very first year of the war 1,065,000 volumes 
“* See list on page 77. 
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of the Scriptures were circulated by the Brit- 
ish and Foreign Bible Society in Central 
Europe, and adds, ‘Let it be said to the 
credit of all concerned that the British and 
Foreign Bible Society’s Bible Houses still 
remain open in Berlin and Vienna, in Buda- 
pest and Constantinople.”’ 

Among the seemingly little events of the 
war, the significance of which has been noted 
but not yet fully measured, was the remark- 
able fact that the British and Turkish forces 
refrained from the use of extreme measures 
in the taking and evacuating of Jerusalem— 
the City of the Book. And after the British 
had taken possession, a cable was received in 
London saying that the Bible Society depot 
in Jerusalem was intact! 

The One Service in Which Enemies Have Co- 
operated: Here, fittingly, it may be mentioned 
that it was an appeal from a Christian German, 
on almost the very day war was declared, in 
August, 1914, that led to the American Bible 
Society entering into the supply of Scriptures 
through the response of the World’s Sunday 
School Union and the children of America. 
In this most savage of wars, waged with the 
most devilish of methods, and begetting an 
unparalleled intensity of hatred, let it be re- 
corded that Russzan prisoners in Germany 
have been supplied with Scriptures printed on 
German presses by American money sent 
through Arztzsh channels! 


3. The Meaning of the Demand. 


Mere numbers are indeed significant when 
the total is large: the supply is marvelous 
when it involves so much. But in these seri- 
ous days the utmost enthusiasm and willing- 
ness and ability of the most zealous propa- 
gandists could have obtained neither oppor- 
tunity nor recipients for this distribution, if 
there were not a very real demand for the 
books. ‘The authorities would have blocked 
the circulation. The recipients would have 
discarded the books. The very circulation and 
supply is indubitable proof of a very great 
demand. 

In the face of such a tremendous circula- 
tion, it behooves us to ask what is the mean- 
ing of this demand. 

In the early days of the war we were told 
that the war meant the breaking down of Chris- 
tianity—the triumph of Corsica over Galilee. 
But looking back now, shall we not say that 
this tremendous demand for the Word of God 
means that man—mankind—is looking toward 
God in numbers and in earnestness as never 
before? Though we may well shudder at the 
fearful achievements and devastations of the 
material and the mechanical and the intel- 
lectual, does not this wonderful distribution 
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of the Word of God mean that despite, and 
through, and over all the non-spiritual facts 
and forces men are groping for—yes, assert- 
ing and achieving—sfiritual life and spiritual 
liberty? 

This desire is the offspring of a very real 
need and the parent of a widespread demand. 
Here, again, a moment’s thought will show 
that the need must be felt and the desire ex- 
pressed both by those in authority, and also by 
those who receive. On these four points— 
the need, the desire, realized and expressed 
by those in authority and those under author- 
ity—testimony has been and is being supplied 
constantly in the public press, on the public 
platform, and in private letters. 

This testimony has come from civil, mili- 
tary, and naval authorities. It hascome from 
legislators, publicists, and men of affairs of 
high standing and wide influence, in numbers 
entirely too numerous for mention. Let me 
give only a few typical testimonies: 


Testimony by Authorities: President Wilson, 
the spokesman of the nation, and increasingly 
the spokesman of the nations, has twice written 
us in support of oureffort, and says: ‘* They 
(the men of the Army and Navy) will need 
the support of the only Book from which they 
can get it.”’ 

That farseeing and dauntless servant and 
leader of the American people, Theodore 
Roosevelt, has written us: ‘‘ Every soldier 
and sailor of the United States should have a 
Testament.”’ 

The Secretary of the Navy, Josephus Dan- 
iels, indorsing our work, has written: 


I believe that every soldier and sailor should 
have a Testament. The Bible is the one book 
from which man can find help and inspiration 
and encouragement for whatever conditions may 
arise, and no soldier or sailor should be withoutit. 


We have many letters from generals and 
admirals, but perhaps none more significant 
or impressive, both because of the one from 
whom it comes and the circumstances under 
which it was sent, than one just received 
through the War Department. On March 
24th, three days after the present momentous 
German offensive began, Major General Persh- 
ing took time and gave thought, while the 
enemy was making his fiercest assaults and 
the American Army was being urgently called 


to the assistance of the Allies, to send us this 
cable: 


I am glad to see that every man in the Army is 
to have a Testament. Its teachings will fortify 
us for our great task.—PERSHING, 


Testimony by Workers: Both in the Bratr 
Society REcorpD and in separate pamphlets, 
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we have printed numerous testimonies fror 
chaplains and other Christian workers, as wel 
as from judges, governors, and others.* 


Testimony by Men: But by far the most im: 
portant, as the most numerous, testimonies 
come from the men themselves.* The cumu: 
lative effect of many quotations would be mosi 
impressive, but is not practicable here. Liste 
to the words of two, who perhaps carry th 
more weight because they are men much i 
the public eye and therefore the more natu 
rally on guard in what they say. 

Arthur Guy Empey, of “Over the Top,’ 
writes: 


The American people can supply our boys with 
rifles, bayonets, ammunition, and munitions of 
war, but these alone cannot win; the spirit must 
be there, also—the kind of spirit which will make 
a soldier go over the top to win, regardless of his 
own danger. The spirit of right is the mightiest 
of all. A soldier carrying a Testament in his 
pocket knows that he is right—knows that God 
is with him, and the terrors and dangers of No 
Man’s Land are forgotten. Who could ask a 
more powerful ally than God? 


“Fighting ’’ Pat O’Brien, of the Royal Fly 
ing Corps, writes of the plan of giving Tes- 
taments to the men: 


I want to say, ‘‘Go toit!’’ The men who are 
fighting over there have a hard row to hoe, and 
a little religion to help them along doesn’t hurt 
them. I tell you that if folks had seen what I 
have seen they would not be so condescending | 
about God as some.

A lot of men who 
have never thought much about religion are 
thinking about it now. I believe they will read 
those little khaki Testaments, and I am sure they 
will get help from them. 


But surely I need not linger to illustrate 
the need, and prove the desire, for the precious 
Word of God among those who are venturin 
their lives on behalf of that which is deare1 
than life. NY

A private from Camp Dix writes: 

I carry my New Testament in my shirt pocket, 
so that it goes wherever I go. This enables me 
to read it a great deal more than in former times, 
and to derive more benefit from it. 

These are typical of abounding proofs that 
the Scriptures are being read as seldom be- 
fore, by many to whom they have been long 
precious, by many who have long neglected 
them, and even by many who have never 
known them. Let us turn immediately to an- 
swer another question. 


4. Why is the Bible So Desired? 


Answers are numerous and ready at hand 

—answers not of theory, but of actual fact 
and experience. They all point to one rea- 
son: Because of the teachings and effect of 
The Word. 
" The Militant Virtues: Admiral A. T. Mahan, 
our great naval authority, strikingly sum- 
marized the importance of men of war all 
reading the Bible because of the militant ele- 
ments of Christianity, in the characteristically 
thoughtful and original address he delivered 
to the West Point cadets when presenting 
them with Bibles.

of the necessity of morale. The Bible is de- 
sired because it is a mighty factor in meeting 
this necessity. This story has come to us: 
A young soldier was about to desert. A friend 
pointing to a Testament in his pocket, asked, 
A Could you desert with this in your pocket?”’ 

I see what you mean,” replied the young 
man, and, after thinking a moment, ‘ This 
book stands for loyalty and for all thatis best 
in one, for mother’s prayers, for eternal life. 
No, I could not desert with this book in my 
possession.’’ Andhe stuck to his post. 

That is a word fromthe ranks. A word 
from a commander—Brigadier General Evan 
M. Johnson, commanding at Camp Upton, en- 
courages us to supply the Scriptures to the 
men, and says: 

Anything which tends to the moral uplift of the 
soldier tends toward that discipline which is es- 
sential to the trained army and to battle success, 
and there can be no question that the study of 
the Bible and the lessons which it inculcates will 
help toward the desired end. 

Cleanness: The importance of cleanness 
in body as well as in mind has been sadly 
taught, we are told, by the return in disgrace of 
almost whole regiments, before they reached 
the front, to the lands from which they have 
come, and also by the fact that in regiments 
of some countries as many men were in hos- | 


- pitals as in the ranks, because of unclean liv-

ing. Gipsy Smith, the English evangelist 
temporarily in this country after two years in 
the trenches with the British troops, said last 
week to a reporter in support of the move- 
ment to supply Testaments to the soldiers: 
I’ve given away many thousands of Testaments 
to the boys in the trenches. You don’t have to 
force the Testament on them; they crowd anx- 
iously around to receive them. You see, if a boy 
wishes to keep pure and clean, he must know 
God and pay attention to his Word. The Psalm- 
ist asked the question a great many years ago— 
‘“Wherewithal shall a young man cleanse his 
way?’’ And he answers it fully—‘' By taking 
heed thereto according to thy Word.’’ How can 
they take heed to what they haven’t got? 


A young soldier testifies: 


Since gaining possession of my khaki Testa- 
ment I have carried the words of him ‘‘ who suf- 
fered and died that we might enjoy eternal life ’’ 
close to my heart, together with the picture of my 
best earthly friend, my mother. Both have been 
my incentives toward leading a clean, upright life, 
and have safely guided me through the tempta- 
tions that have beset me. 


Cheer and Comfort in Loneliness and Peril: 
Major General George Barnett, Commandant 
of the United States Marine Corps, gives this 
as his experience and judgment: 


It seems to methat no man, whatever his relig- 
ion, or whatever his sentiments, even though he 
professes no religion, can fail to find in the New 
Testament words of cheer in the darkest mo- 
ments, encouragement in the most trying circum- 
stances, and inspiration to render most faithfully 
the services which he has undertaken. 


And another veteran, Brigadier General 

Hoyle, writes, advising us:

health, comfort when you are in sickness, 
and strength when you are in adversity.’ 
The other is the cable, on the cover of this 
RECORD, from Major General Pershing, com- 
manding the American forces, as they in turn 
are now largely participating. 


Helps Face Death: Here also let one who 
knows be again quoted. Arthur Guy Empey 
writes us: 


How about the poor boy lying wounded, per- 
haps dying, in a shell hole, his mother far away; 
perhaps to him even God seems to have forgot- 
ten; he feels for his first-aid packet, binds up his 
wounds, and then waits—years, it seems to him 
—for the stretcher-bearers. Then he gets out his 
Testament; the feel of it gives him comfort and 
hope.

No Alternative: There is another great 
reason why the Bible is desired. There is no 
alternative. The Bible stands alone. There 
is no other book that can supply what the 
Bible does. The Koran of the Moslem, the 
Vedas or the Gita of the Hindu, even in this 
present world stress, are not in special de- 
mand among their own religionists. The 
teachings of Confucius or of Buddha or of 
Zoroaster; Shintoism, Taoism, Animism—all 
are known; but they are not offered by their | 
votaries as a means of solace, or of strength, 
or of inspiration, in these bitter days. Even 
as the Japanese in the Russo-Japanese War 
welcomed the circulation of the Christian 
Scriptures among the Japanese troops, so 
now Hindus and Mohammedans, Chinese 
and Africans are receiving and reading the 
Word of God with joy and profit. The Jap- 
anese authorities last year authorized and 
facilitated our workers in the giving of a 
Testament to every prisoner in the jails of 
northern Japan, where the American Bible 
Society works. 

World Hunger: Here I must mention, 
though in but a word, the fact that this world 
war, creating world unrest, has begotten, the

II. THE DEMAND FOR THE BIBLE NOT 
ONLY AN ASSURANCE BUT A MEANS 
We will have but skimmed the surface, and 

read with dull eyes the meaning, of all these 

facts, even though imperfectly stated, if we do 
not draw from them two further conclusions. 

The first is, that this fact of wide circulation 

and reading of the Bible is not only an assur- 

ance but a means to better times for the world. 

The kingdom of God is being established in 

the hearts and lives of individuals, in the 

hearts and lives of armies and navies now at 
war, and in the hearts and lives of nations 
throughout the world. The Bible contains 
the leaven that is leavening the whole lump. 
Think of fifteen millions of Scriptures scat- 
tered among the men in war and read in eighty- 
one mother tongues! Think of the spread 
of Christian ideas and ideals which make for 
true democracy and the worship of the one 
true God, and the sovereignty of Jesus Christ,. 
his Son and our Saviour. Think of the great

hosts of soldiers from nominal Christian coun- 
tries reading the Scriptures with new purpose 
and new vision. Think of how, as never be- 
fore, the Bible stories and teachings grip the 
mind, imagination, conscience, heart, and soul 
of those facing death. Think of the many to 
whom this universal and ubiquitous book is 
bringing a message of reconciliation and peace 
with their heavenly Father ere they are called 
to their last greathome. Think, too, of those 
who will survive the scourge of battle and re- 
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turn to their homelands—men who in the 
silences and lonelinesses of long watches, in 
the terror of fierce battles, perhaps on beds of 
pain and anguish, have faced anew the funda- 
mental questions of life and of the soul; whose 
indifference and sophistry and intellectual dif- 
ficulties have been swept away; whose hearts 
have been fixed on that which is high and true 
and essential. Think of the mighty uplift or 
stern challenge they will bring to the home 
churches. The divisive and destructive in- 
fluences of the war of nations, and of the war 
of churches, shall surely give way before the 
spirit and power of God, from the Word of 
God, upon which alone right and lasting inter- 
national, racial, and ecclesiastical relation- 
ships become possible. 

But not only are the men from nominal 
Christian countries being blessed by this ubiq- 
uitous universal book. When necessity arose 
and large numbers of soldiers and of laborers 
were called from Asia and Africa to the war 
front by the Allies, we are told that the Brit- 
ish government stipulated that missionaries 
should accompany these contingents ; bothas 
an assurance of fair dealing to the men and 
their peoples, and also as an assurance to the 
military authorities that these men would be 
under the best moral and religious influences. 
Unique indorsement as this is of missions, is 
it not a higher indorsement of that book which 
alone makes missions possible and mission- 
aries powerful? Many of these soldiers and la- 
borers from Asia and Africa will, for the first 
time, read the wonderful stories and story of 
the Bible. What a means of enlightenment 
and uplift it will be to them! Many are na- 
tive Christians who, coming in contact with the 
peoples of ‘‘Christian’’ Europe, will see much 
to shock them, much to shatter their dreams 
and ideals. What but the Bible and its won- 
derful message will maintain their faith and 
ideals, and keep them true to Christ? 

And thus we reach our third conclusion. I 
must present it briefly. I may present it 
feebly. But it is a mighty fact! 

III. THE BIBLE ITSELF A REGENERATING 
POWER 

The Bible is not merely an ordinary, or even 
extraordinary, means or instrument of man, 
for man’s use, to this great end. By divine 
blessing it has an inherent regenerating power 
—is in itself a mighty force for the uplift and 
salvation of man-and mankind. 

A copy floating on the waters of Nagasaki 
Bay, ere Protestant missionaries had set foot 
in Japan, leads to the conversion of a Japan- 
ese Daimyo and his relatives. A page of a 
torn Testament catches the eye of a scoffing 
French skeptic professor in gay Paris, and be- 
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gets a devout, humble Christian. A khak 
Testament in the pocket of a sorely woundec 
American soldier lying in anguish and loneli: 
ness on the battlefield in France is read, anc 
a life. is changed. 

The Unttying Factor—Internationally : But 
not only is it a regenerating, life-giving power 
for individual souls, it is a regenerating, 
unifying power among the peoples. This 
most widely read of books is exerting the 
widest influence of all books. Not only in 
the past, as recorded in history, but even in 
the terrible present, the “‘naked Word of 
God,”’ through the power of God, is fashioning 
the peoples into one spiritual type. Dr. War- 
field, summarizing Martin Kaehler’s eulogy 
of the Bible, says: 

There is, history itself being witness, a truly 
regenerating power in the Bible. And it is be- 
cause, wherever it goes, it creates a new humanity 
—a humanity informed by a new spirit and filled 
with a new life—that it is the great unifying 
power and blessing which it is. 


Let us venture one step further. 

The Unitying Factor—Religiously ; The Bible 
is a great force not only in bringing political 
and social peace, but also in effecting the even 

more difficult task of bringing religious unity 
and peace among those who honor the one 
true God. Early in our campaign we were 
visited by the representatives of the Roman 
Catholic, and also of the Hebrew, publishing 
houses, whom we gladly advised in regard to 
bringing out special editions of their Scrip- 
tures for their soldiers. We offered the for- 
mer a set of plates of our vest-pocket New 
Testament and have supplied Roman Catholic 
chaplains and soldiers with new Testaments, 
as we have all sorts and conditions of men 
without discrimination of creed or race. Stirred 
by the military operations in the Holy Land, 
the Jews, we are told, are evincing new inter- 
est in their Bible, Rabbis have purchased 
our Hebrew Scriptures for Jewish soldiers, 
and we have been actually asked by Chris- 
tian workers to supply the New Testament 
in Hebrew to meet a growing demand on 
the part of the Hebrews for it. The Bible, 
especially the New Testament, is being wel-| 
comed and read by those of many faiths. | 
What visions this brings of a world united 
in ideals, in actions, in peace, and recon- 
sued to God and their fellows in things spirit: | 
ual! | 

I close with a quotation selected both be-: 
cause of its inherent beauty and value, and 
because it gives to the Bible a position too. 
often in the past (as we see it) not given by 
the body represented.

The Militant Element of Christianity 
By Admiral A. T. Mahan, U.S.N. 
[Portions of an Address* delivered on presenting Bibles to West Point cadets. ] 


* 23 3 

PEAKING after much experience of bad 

and good, of religion and irreligion, I as- 
sure you, with the full force of the conviction 
of a lifetime, that to one who has mastered 
the Word of God, even imperfectly, it brings 
a light, a motive, a strength, and a support 
which nothing else does. Mastered, I say; 
for to be useful it must be mastered as truly 
as any branch of your professional course 
here; to the one as to the other, if you will 
have the fruit, you must give the labor. To- 
day we put in your hands the means, as your 
teachers here have done in secular matters. 
To utilize them rests with yourselves and 
God; and he will not fail if you do not. This 
I have found. 

To say as much as this is but the debt of 
one who has far advanced in life’s course to 
those who are making their start. The as- 
surance of success, for such I distinctly regard 
it, given by a man who has tried. as the con- 
sequence of adherence to a particular course 
of action, is often the utmost that experience 
can do for inexperience; but to those who 
will accept the assurance it is much. The 
testimony of experience underlies all knowl- 
edge. Science is, save wealth, the god 
most worshiped and trusted to-day, and science 
tests upon experiment. Spiritual science, 
‘spiritual knowledge rests in like manner on 
experience, and it is one of the maxims of the 
B* O:izinally published by The American Tract Society. 
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book which we to-day give you that spiritual 
experience works hope. That this, too, is 
true, I know, for I have tried, not once or 
twice, but over and over; amid repeated fail- 
ures and prolonged effort I have made my 
experiments with the science here taught, and 
I know that the end thereof is hope for the 
future, based upon success in the past. It is 
no slight happiness, I assure you, in the last 
decade of a man’s allotted span, to know by 
personal trial that hope increases with experi- 
ence; that the light shines more and more; 
that the assurance of truth possessed and en- 
during beyond this life grows firmer. If this 
result, as the end grows nearer, is not life’s 
success, I am at a loss to define the word. 

' This, then, is my testimony, based upon 
my own experience. It is useful to you, if 
you will take it for what it is worth, as a 
rational conclusion to which my trial of life 
has led me; but remember, my experience 
can never take the place of your own. I can 
give you my testimony, but I cannot give 
you my experience. Moreover, success as a 
matter of personal satisfaction, is not the 
highest aim even in spiritual effort. And 
inasmuch as this rule is so, I seek, further, a 
common ground upon which we can enter to- 
gether, and stand together as men of a com- 
mon nature, open to receive common impres- 
sions and recognize truths and sentiments 
common to all, in youth as in age. I wish to 
call your attention to that which is too often 
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overlooked, the masculine and militant side 
of religion as portrayed in the Bible. We are 
prone to assume that there is something 
weakly and effeminate in religion, because 
women as a sex are more religious than men. 
As a matter of fact, both by its precepts and 
its typical men, it is in the military calling, to 
which you and I are proud to belong, that the 
religion of Christ finds its most vivid illustra- 
tion and stirring appeals. Practical Chris- 
tianity is a call to battle, from him who came 
not to send peace but a sword. The good 
men of the Bible are a line of heroes—cour- 
ageous in action, patient in endurance, obe- 
dient, subordinate, counting gain but loss, so 
that the ends of God their General, of Christ 
their Captain, are achieved. They loved not 
their lives untodeath. It is because patience, 
obedience, subordination, self-sacrifice, are 
stronger traits in women than in mén, and not 
because they are weaker, that they are more 
religious. If in animal courage they are in- 
ferior—of which I am not sure—remember 
that animal courage, though essential, is the 
least and the most common of military virtues, 
the rawest and most widely dispersed of all 
raw materials for soldiery. 

I cannot here pass in review before you the 
whole line of heroes, in whom the patriots of 
God’s kingdom exult as so many national 
glories.

Since the many must pass unnamed—that 
exceedingly great army that no man can num- 
ber—turn your eyes for a moment to him who 
sums up in his person and career all their vir- 
tues. “‘I came,” said he, “‘not to do my own 
will, but the will of him that sent me.” Is 
not this soldierly? Meek he was, as a lamb 
led to the slaughter, and we men do not take 
kindly to meekness; but because a thing is 
distasteful to us is it more manly, more sol- 
dierly, to refuse it? He did not think so. 
Women have the advantage of us there. But 
look again upon the meek One. I quote: 
““When the time came that he should be re- 
ceived up’’—that is, that he must die—he 
—fled? No! “He steadfastly set his face to 
go to Jerusalem,’ where he knew death 
awaited him. If this is weakness, it singu- 
larly resembles the finest courage. At the 
moment of betrayal, when the officers and 
soldiers drew near to apprehend him, ‘Jesus, 
knowing all that must come upon him, went 
forth ’’—resolute to encounter the worst. The 
agony of apprehension through which he had 
passed the preceding hours, the strong shrink- 
ing of flesh and blood from the expected un- 
utterable torture of the Cross, do but empha- 
size the more forcibly the calmness of his

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rived. ‘‘Ye seek Jesus? Iam he. Let ther 
these my followers go their way.’

Paul’s], taken from the days when the warrio 
stood foot to foot with his foe (as we often 
must with temptation), and not at the lon 
range of to-day. 
of God that ye may be able to withstand in 
the evil day. Stand, therefore, having your 
loins girded about with truth, and having on 
the breastplate of righteousness, and your feet 
shod with the preparation of the gospel of 
peace. Above all, taking the shield of faith, 
the helmet of salvation, the sword of the 
Spirit.” “Imagery,” you willsay. Doubtless, 
but imagery which derives its force from the 
parallelism of Christian life with secular war. 
Fellow-men, and fellow-soldiers in the bat- 
tle of life, you cannot fail to recognize in men 
who so speak out of the abundance of the 
heart, the spirit of the good soldier, which we 
ought not only to admire but to copy. Save 
the great Captain, who shared our infirmities 
without being overcome by them, all these 
men were not only of passions like ourselves, 
but men whose passions at times betrayed 
them. One only has been without fault. You, 
if you look up this ideal before you, if you 
look up to Him that is lifted up from the earth 
upon the Cross, and consider all that the Cross 
then meant—self-devotion, unflinching cour- 
age, perfect obedience, perfect faithfulness, 
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ypatient endurance, apparent failure preceding 
‘the most perfect success the world has ever 
jseen—you will doubtless know shortcomings 
yand failures and defeats; but if you have the 
‘true spirit of the soldier that the Captain 
yshowed, you will be on your feet again and 
‘fighting, not abandoning the fight. 

This is the true courage of the soldier and 
sthe saint. Blessed is he that endured! Do 
yyou suppose God’s favor is lost, no matter 
‘how often a Christian is laid flat on his back 
‘in the struggle against evil, if only he sees 
‘that, though he has fallen through weakness, 
scourage does not fail him, but he fights on? 
’ That is not the kind of Master whom we serve. 
'Was defeat ever apparently more complete 
‘than that of Jesus Christ, when the Roman 
-authorities abandoned him to the rage of his 
bloodthirsty countrymen; when all his fol- 
lowers forsook him and he himself was cruci- 
‘fied; when, for a moment, even God seemed 
‘to forsake him? But in that he was faithful 
to the end, defeat became victory, and the 

sign of humiliation, the Cross, is everywhere 
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accepted as the emblem of his triumph. Wash- 
ington was a brave man, a good soldier, a 
successful man; but the hour of Washing- 
ton’s personal glory was less in the triumph 
of Yorktown. than in the gloomy winter of 
Valley Forge. 

The essential character of the good Chris- 
tian and the good soldier have much in com- 
mon. They are more closely allied than those 
of any further calling. War realizes in an 
extreme form the conflict of all life, and even 
in peace the decisive military virtues are es- 
sentially the principal Christian virtues. Suf- 
fer, then, no man to despise in your person 
the one profession or the other. Remember, 
too, that whatever hope may lay in arbitra- 
tion, of minimizing the recurrence of the ma- 
terial sufferings attending upon war, always, 
as Sherman said, the strong arm and the 
military faithfulness of the soldier underlie 
all the blessings of peace. Yours is the privi- 
lege to belong, if you will, to both armies; 
the more faithfully you serve one, the more 
faithfully also you will serve the other. 


Special Editions of Scriptures for the Army and Navy 


NE of the problems that faced the Ameri- 

can Bible Society with the entrance of 

our nation into the war a year ago, was that

the Scriptures would best meet the needs of 
the men called to the service of our country. 
In discovering and determining this fact we 
have published the Bible in 5, the New Tes- 
tament and Psalms in 6, the New Testament 
in 19, and the portions in 14 different forms 
or bindings. Of these, experience has elim- 
inated the Bible in 1 form, the Testament and 
Psalms in 4, the Testament in 9 and the por- 
tions in]. But the purpose of this article is 
to briefly mention what may be more properly 
called ‘‘ Special Editions,’ since they were 
prepared for particular purposes, and are of- 
fered in limited numbers. 

Desk Bible tor Chaplains: There has been 
prepared in strong khaki binding, suitably in- 
scribed as ‘Presented by the American Bible 
Society,’’ an octavo Bible in small pica type, 
which is being given to every chaplain in the 
Army and Navy who wishes one. 

Library Bibles: At the request of the Inter- 
national Mercantile Marine Company, when 
fitting out patrol boats for the government, 
the brevier type 12mo Bible has been bound 
in navy blue with gold anchor and stars, in- 
scribed, ‘‘ Presented by the American Bible 
Society,’’ and supplied to the libraries of these 
boats. Word has just reached us that two of 
them were on board the “‘Alcedo,”’ which was 
sunk not long since, while on duty. 

On a request from the Librarian of Con- 
gress, Mr. Herbert Putnam, who is at the head 
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of the American Library Association for Sup- 
plying Literature for the Army and Navy, the 
same book, brevier 12mo, has been bound in 
khaki color with the flag and stars in gold, 
inscribed, ‘‘Presented by the American Bible 
Society,’’ and supplied to the libraries of great 
army camps in this country. 

Pigskin Testament: A beautiful edition of 
the thin paper, vest-pock- 
et, 48mo Testament, hand 
made, bound in superior 
pigskin, and not surpassed 
by any book on the market, 
has been published in lim- 
ited numbers to accommo- 
date those who were able 
and wished to give a choice 
book to their dear ones, or 
to those whose position 
made such a gift appropri- 
ate. A tale could be told 
of difficulty and disappoint- 
ment in obtaining the req- 
uisite quality of pigskin, 
the absorption of this leather for Army pur- 
poses at one time leaving only a choice of 
such poor quality pigskin that we had to re- 
sort to the use of morocco.

We opened a new hut at an examination 
hospital. The place was crowded. One fine- 
looking lad in a bath robe came in. He is 
convalescent from a shell wound. He bought 
some chocolate and nuts and chewing gum. 
Then he saw something wrapped up and was

curious to know what it was. He said, 

What is that package over there, those 
things that look like chocolate bars?’’ The 
secretary said, ‘‘A Testament.” ‘‘ How much 
are they, sir?’’ ‘‘ Nothing,” the secretary 
replied. ‘‘May I have one?” the boy said. 
And, honest to goodness, I never saw such 
eagerness ina boy’s face! Then the secre- 
tary handed it out. The kid was so happy to 
receive the Testament that he nearly wept. 
He said, “ Sir, I lost my other one when I was 
wounded. Will you put your name in it?” 
The secretary put his name in it and then said, 

My lad, I suggest that you read it every day 
and mark the verses youlike. Keep the Bible, 
and after the war is over give it to your 
mother.’’ The boy was delighted with the 
suggestion and immediately went over and sat 
down at the table and started to read and mark 
it. The next day he brought it in, marked in 
fifty places.

Unmet 


RE there unmet needs? The magnifi- 
cent accomplishment of the past twelve 
months, elsewhere enumerated, and the fact 
that the Society has issued in twelve months 
practically two and a quarter million Bibles, 
Testaments, and portions for the men of our 
Army and Navy here and overseas, would 
seem to justify the thought that the needs are 
fairly well met. But correspondence shows 
otherwise. Letters tell, for example, of naval 
vessels, of regiments, of military prisons, 
where none have been supplied, and great 
camps where they are still calling for Scrip- 
tures. It must be remembered that our gov- 
ernment plans to have five guns for every en- 
listed man. These little Testaments and Gos- 
pels get badly soiled and roughly treated, and 
are often lost in the strenuous days of prepa- 
ration, and in the more strenuous life of ac- 
tive service over-seas. Experience indicates 
that the average life of one of these Testa- 
ments is about ninety days.

Iam having wonderful experiences and God 
is giving me preciously sweet chances to serve 
him. Yesterday I helped burying a German 
and an American captain side by side, and the 
same honors were paid the dead German as the 
American captain. In the words of a middle- 
aged business man who came over here as a 
secretary, ‘‘I have never been colder or mud- 
dier or wetter or happier in all my life. I 
have been re-bornin middle life. Ihave found 
my fellow-men, I have found myself, and I 
have found my God!’”’ And so it goes.

Finding Contractors 


Investigation proved that only one paper 
mill could supply the necessary quality of 
thin paper. Further investigation ultimately 
discovered a printing firm and also a bind- 
ing firm which, by special mutual arrange- 
ment, and by equipping themselves with 
special machinery, would undertake the con- 
tract to supply one million Testaments within 
the limited time necessary to meet condi- 
tions, and which, of course, made the ac- 
complishment of the undertaking still more 
difficult. 

We record with pleasure, and to the credit 
of those concerned, that the Warren Paper 
Mills, of Boston, fulfilled their undertaking, 
overcoming all obstacles, and delivered five 
18-ton carloads of the special grade paper, 
according to contract.

The Book Given 


It would have been, both financially and me- 
chanically, far easier had an ordinary book on 
ordinary paper been selected for this gift. But 
it was realized that our enlisted men should 
have the advantage of the best, which meant 
the combination of good print, small size, and 

‘strong, appropriate binding. The Society was 
issuing such a book, which involved such nice- 
ies of printing and binding that its printing 
‘establishment was the only one in the country 
that produced it, and the output was neces- 
rily small. 


Other printers and binders con- — 


To the Schlueter Printing Company, of 
New York, is due the same compliment of 
recording the completion of their contract 
without hitch or defect. This company had 
its origin in one of the many Germans who 
left their fatherland in the ’40’s, seeking lib- 
erty and opportunity in the New World. The 
secretary, Mr. Ross B. Schlueter, to whose 
personal interest and very special devotion 
the success of this printing is due, reports that 
their presses, a picture of which we present on 
this page, were running from Labor Day in 
September to St. Patrick’s Day in March, ‘' 24 
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hours a day (except Sunday) without mishap 
or delay—which is a remarkable mechanical 
record.” ‘This and similar incidents in other 
phases of the work have given evidence to 
many involved, of providential favor and as- 
sistance which has been impressive and is 
gratefully recorded. 

On the binders, the Tapley Company, of 
New York, fell the most difficult task. To 
their credit be it said that in the first month 
they exceeded their contract by delivering 
135,000 Testaments instead of 100,000, be- 
ginning deliveries four 
days ahead of contract 
time. Then they fell on 
evildays. By strenuous 
efforts and considerable 
expenditure they have 
overcome difficulties 
that might have excused 
partial failure. 


Difficulties Overcome 


The story would not 
be. complete without 
some reference to the 
extraordinary  difficul- 
ties of an extraordinary 
winter. The transpor- 
tation tangle, owing to 
the war and government 
use of railroads, delayed 
delivery of new ma- 
chines purchased at 
heavy expense and in 


anticipation of any 
breakdown. For ex- 
ample, one important 


machine was five weeks 
on its way from Rich- 
mond to New York. 
The unprecedented 
cold, and the coal shortage in November, 
December and January cut off hours from 
many working days, workers being so numb 
that they could not work rapidly, and it 
being difficult to keep the glue, paste, etc., 
warm enough to work properly. The coal- 
less days in January and February not only 
diminished the working days, but seriously 
interrupted the regularity, and therefore the 
rapidity, of production. Some of the spe- 
cial machiney needed for the production of 
this particularly difficult book broke down un- 
der the strain of the pressure to maintain 
the high rate of production, and government 
demands delayed obtaining new machines. 


Deliveries 


To meet the great necessity, the undertaking 
was to deliver 100,000 Testaments the first 
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month, ending November 15th, and 150,000 
each subsequent month, completing, by the 
15th of May, 1918, the 1,000,000 Testa- 
ments. While the deliveries of the initial. 
month were 35 per cent in excess, those: 
of the three subsequent months, because 
of the crucial difficulties arising from the 
unparalleled cold, unprecedented coal short- 
age, and the paramount government ne-.

ruary, and the resumption of normal condi- 
tions, a magnificent triumph of the binders is 
to be recorded. During the fifth month the 
deliveries, instead of being 150,000, were 242,- 
675. February 16th, to March 13th, inclusive; 
and as we go to press it seems certain that 
the whole million Testaments will be deliv- 
ered by May Ist instead of May 15th—more 
than half of them having had a further and 
important improvement over the book origin- 
ally proposed. ;

Some Unmet Needs 


I realize that other camps want them and need 
them just as bad as we do, but when the secretary 
from Kelly Field, where they have 55,000 men, and 
Travis, where they have 50,000 more men (and be- 
sides that all the other camps), write and wire to 
me and ask me why they cannot get a few Testa- 
ments—that the men are calling at the desks by the 
hundreds, and in the Department by the thousands, 
and begging for Testaments, it is a pretty sad case 
when we do not have them to give out. In some in- 
stances, at Kelly Field, you can go along the Com- 
pany street and in some of the tents you will find one 
man reading his Testament to his four or five 
comrades in the tent—not having enough Testa- 
ments to go around; and this is so in a great many 
places. 

It looks as if the time had come when you didn’t 
have to pound religion into people, but on the other 

hand they are zealous for the Word of God. I know 
that you feel this just as keenly as I do, and if there 
is any possible way that we can get more Testaments

and have them on hand so we can ship them out, we 
certainly ought to do it.

THE British and Foreign Bible Society an- 
nounces that the Rev.Sydney Nowell-Réstron, 
M.A., Vicar of St. Andrew’s, Sefton Park, 
Liverpool, has been appointed as Secretary in 
place of the Rev. Arthur Taylor, whose resig- 
nation was announced in the previous REcorRD. 

Mr. Nowell-Réstron had a distinguished 
career at Cambridge, where he took a first- 
class in the Theological Tripos. He was sub- 
sequently engaged in tutorial work in Dur- 
ham, and then had charge of two important 
parishes in Liverpool. He will have the best 
wishes of the American Bible Society for a 
long and successful period of service. We 
understand that he will probably enter on his 
new duties about the middle of the year. 


THE American Bible Society in carrying 
out the policy which has been followed since 
its organization of selling its publications at 
cost, finds it necessary from time to time to 
make changes in its selling prices, because of 
the fluctuation in the cost of materials. On 


account of the war there has been a sharp ad- 
vance in the price of all materials used in pro- | 


ducing books, which amounts to as much as 


three hundred per cent increase in some ar- | 


ticles. 

For these reasons the Board at its last 
meeting instructed the Publication Committee 
to increase the prices of our books so as to 
correspond to the increased cost of manufac- 
ture. A new Price-List will be soon issued. 
It goes into effect May 1, 1918. 


It is a matter of great satisfaction that our 
plant is again running on fulltime. While the 
shortage in our regular stock caused by the 
shutdown in January and February, on ac- 
count of lack of fuel, and the previous devo- 
tion of presses and bindery to supplying 
Army and Navy Scriptures, has not all been 
made up, we are now able to fill practically 
all orders for the English Scriptures most in 
demand. Early in May we hope to have oth- 
ers in stock, and thereafter to be able to sup- 
ply all demands in full. 


Worp has just reached us of the death of 


one of our oldest Life Members, Mr. Edward 
A. Root. Our records show that he became 
a Life Member on May 25, 1844, so that the 
money which made him a Life Member has 
been doing Bible work for seventy-four years. 
His son, Mr. Frank J. Root, in referring to 
this fact intimates his intention to ‘‘ renew or 
perpetuate’’ this membership, and thereby 
furnishes a suggestion which it would cheer 
us if others would follow. 


ONE of the latest ideas which has come to 
us is the suggestion of a friend who believes 
that the soldiers should have the complete 
Bible, instead of a Testament, and yet who 
realizes that any whole Bible small enough to 
be carried in the pocket must be printedin type 
too small for the average person’s reading. 
He, therefore, has conceived the idea of se- 
curing magnifying glasses, which he puts in 
with our little diamond type, khaki-bound 
Bible. He desires us to donate the Bibles 
and he will donate the glasses. What is the 
next new idea?
